For some, sports really is better than sex

Some would say that for die-hard Gator fans, . 


seeing their favorite team in action is better 
than sex. Now, University of Florida 
researchers have scientific evidence supporting 
it. - 

Researchers examining how people react to 
their emotions showed subjects à variety of pho- 
tographs while recording their physiological and 
subjective responses. People categorized as 
extreme Gator sports fans showed stronger pos- 
itive reactions.to pictures of Gator sporting 
events than to erotic pictures. . 

“We were able to show that people who claim 
to be diehard Gator fans actually had the physi- 
ological responses to back it up, compared to the 
non-Gator fans," said Charles Hillman, a gradu- 
ate student of sport psychology, at UF and 


M wasted Sete a pastors 
„being done at UF's Center for The 


Study of Emotions and Attention. Bruce Cuth- - 
bert, associate professor of clinical and health. 
psychology at UF, said sports is just one of many 


applicationg for the research into emotions. . 

Although it seems natural that people who 
identify themselves as emotionally involved 
with their favorite team react strongly to its 
images, UF scientists say that in order to study 
fan behavior, it's important to be able to show 
these effects in a laboratory setting. 

In the experiments last spring and summer, 
50 subjecta were ranked by their fan level - low, 
moderate and high./ 

After wires and. sensors to machines monitor- 
ing the brain and heart were hooked up, sub- 


jects were asked to sit back and view slides опа 
screen, using a joy stick to rate their responses 
to each photo бп two different scales. One scale 
ranged from very unpleasant to very pleasart; 
the other from excited to calm. 

Included with Gator and non-Gator sports pic- 


tures were photos of peoplé in amorous situa- < 


tions, pictures of aggression and violence - for 
example, animal attacks and victims of mutila- 
tion - and neutral photos of things such as 
household objects. 
Among the three categories of fans, the 
research turned up no significant difference in 
* responses to non-Gator sports photos, but the 


die-hard Gator fans. showed significantly higher 


- physiological reactions when they viewed scenes 
such as Gator wide receiver Ike Hilliard catch- 
ing a pass in the end zone at-Florida Field, or 
UF quarterback Danny Wuerffel giving thanks 
after another Florida touchdown. 

To test just how absorbed in the football pho- 
tos the Gator fans „ researchers threw into. 
the mix what thi startle probe. When 
viewing the photos; subjects would hear an 
occasional loud but brief noise, like. a short 
burst of static. "While the poise burst causes 


brain wave activity, that activity is reduced . 


when subjects are busy with the picture. . 
The startle prompted less brain activity in the 
“most extreme Gator fans when they were seeing 
pictures of their favorite team. in contrast, more 
brain activity occurred during the startle when 
these subjecta viewed the other pictures. 
"This showed that these péople were highly 
engaged in the Gator pictures,” Cuthbert said.

The changes that occur during 
the first three stages of thé dis- 
ease include the following: 
After discovering that your 
loved one has the disedse, in 
the first 2 to 4 years (s)he will 
forget names, become overly 
sensitive, get upset easily, 
have difficulty with finding the 
“right” word, be less sponta- 
neous and loose an awareness 
of what is happening around 
them. 

In the second stage, lasting 
from two to ten years, they 
cannot remember events, 
become paranoid, cannot make 
their needs understood, fabri- 


cate (lie) to compensate for loss 
of memory, repeats over and 
over and have catastrophic 
reactions to events. Finally, in 
the third stage which lasts 
from 1 to 3 years, they have 
limited or non-existent speech 
or verbalization and no.longer 
recognize the family. To main- 
tain the lines of communica- 
tion is vitally important for tHe 
caregivers for as long as possi- 
ble. 

In verbal communication 
they need to use short, simple 
sentences. Introduce only oné 
idea at a time and allów the 
patient to “digest” that before 
moving on.

Praise 
them for their efforts, and 
reward tangible evidence of a 
job well done; say.“You did a 


good job ғ... Avoid saying 
no; try not to disagree or 
argue; and never scold them. 
Refer to positive memories 
from the past, such as child- 
hood. experiences. Many times 
their long-term memory will be 
crisp, while they can't remem- 
ber short-term things like 
what they ate for breakfast one 
hour ago. 

Remember that this person 
is the helpless victim of an

out of their control. Talk to 
them, even, though they cannot 
always answer you, they can 
still hear you and sometimes 
comprehend your words. Be 
kind to them. Each day of their 
life is a long and desperate 
struggle. Your kindness may 
be the most special and impor- 
tant event of their day. 
Consider their feelings as they 
are still very much alive within 
them: Treat them with human 
dignity and respect as they 
would have treated you if you 
had been the victim.

Symptoms of Gaucher dis- 
ease include bone pain, 
enlarged organs, such as liver 
or spleen, fatigue, anemia, 
unexplained fractures and 
increased bleeding tendencies, 
such as nosebleeds and bruis- 
ing. The severity of the symp- 
toms varies enormously. 

Cynthia Bernstein, a real 
estate broker in Hollywood, 
Florida, showed no symptoms 
of the disease.

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There Will Never Бе 
‘Another Hurricane Andrew

There are not that many cer- 
tainties in the world of meteo- | 
rology. Mother Nature is so 
unpredictable that just about 
anything can happen. After all, 

МЕ once snowed in south 
Florida. 

Yet, here is one fact that no 
one can dispute; There will 
never be another Hurricane 
Andrew: 

There may be storms as pow- 
erful and destructive as 
Andrew, but no hurricane will 

Ppver carry his name again. 
That's because the name 
Andrew has been retired. It 
has. been taken off the list of 
hurricane names. It will never 
be used again. 

A hurricane is one of the few 
weather phenomena we know 
on a first name basis. We don’t 
give names to snowstorms and 

WRornadoes, at least not names 
we can print in the family 
newspaper. 

Yet, everyone has heard of 
Andrew or Hurricane Opal, the 
devastating hurricane that 
struck Florida's panhandle two 
years ago. Some have even 
been unfortunate enough to 

eet these storms face-to-face. 

The National Hurricane 
Center started naming hurri- 
canes in 1950. At first, fore- 
casters used the phonetic 
alphabet calling storms Able, 
Baker, Charley, etc. But, in 
1953, a decision was made to 


name storms after women. 

The original idea for naming 
the strongest storm on earth 
after a woman came from a 
noyel. In: 1941, George R. 
Stewart's Storm was a popular 
book among meteorologists. In 
the novel, the main character, 
a weatherman, used women's 
names for tropical storms and 
hurricanes. 

So, from 1953 until 1978, 
every tropical.storm and hurri- 
cane was named after a 
woman. Some of those names * 
became infamous, like Camille, 
one of only two category five 
hurricanes ever to strike the 
United States. 

There were Donna and 
Betsy, two major storms that. 
struck Florida. Don't forget 
Beulah, a hurricane.that pro- 
duced over 120 tornadoes 
when it slammed into Corpus 
Christi, Texas. 

As silly as it seems, some 
people were upset that these 


powerful storms did not have 
male names, too. To avoid sex- 
ism and make everyone happy, 
the weather service began 
alternating men's and women’s 
names ш 1979. _ 

‘The second hurricane ever to 
carry a male name їв опе most 
of us will never forget: 
Hurricane David slashed 
through the Palm Beaches and 
Treasure Coast in August of 
1979. 

Since then, other male 
names have joined the list of 
unforgettable storms. 
Hurricane Allen hit Texas in 
1980. Gilbert devastated 
Jamaica'in 1988. Hugo left his 
mark on South Carolina in 
1989. 

Those names and others like 
them are part of a list that is 
used in six year shifts. The 
1993 names, for instance, will 
be reused in 1999. This year's 
list of names was used in 1991. 

The names of storms that 
killed people or caused great. 
damage are removed from the 
rotation. Since the lists began 
in 1953, 44 names have been 
retired including Andrew, Opal 
and David. The most recent 
name taken off the list is Fran, 
the powerful hurricane that hit. 
North Carolina last year. 

There will never be another 
Hurricane named Andrew. 


That is certain. Unf 
. it is also certain that m: 


names will be removed from 
the list in the coming years.

Working closely with carbon- 
less copy paper over a long 
period of time may cause 
severe health problems such as 
chronié fatigue, sinus difficul- 
ties and central nèrvous sys- 
tem depression, according to 
preliminary findings from a 
University of Florida study. 

Charles Schmidt, an associ- 
ate in engineering for the 
Department of Environmental 
Engineering at UF, heads a 
group of experts from the col- 
leges of Engineering and 
Pharmacy that has tested and 
experimented with carbonless 
paper for more than a year. 
What they discovered, Schmidt 
said, is that potentially dan- 
gerous chemicals are sued to 
make the paper, and these can 
escape into the air as well as 
penetrate the skin. 

“What we believe is that 
chronic exposure to the carbon- 
less paper can be hazardous to 

‚а person's health,” Schmidt 
said. 2 
Carbonless copy paper was 
patented in 1955.but didn't 
| become widely used until the 
1970s. With this paper, а copy 
of a top sheet is created 
instantly on a bottom sheet 
when the press of the pen 
releases dye contained in tiny 
bubbles. Researchers at UF's 
Environmental Mass 
Spectrometry Lab used an

electron microscope to photo- 
graph thousands of the micro- 
capsules containing the compo- 
nents needed to create the 
copy. 

Schmidt said one component 
found in the microcapsules is a 
biphenyl oil that flows out 
when the bubbles аге гир- 
tured, either through writing 
on the top sheet or simply 
through handling the paper. 
The oil cah be absorbed 
through the skin and may 
enhance penetration of the 
other compounds, including 
hydrocarbon solvents, 
formaldehyde and thé dye pre- 
cursors, among many others 
tested. 

Scientists suspeét that а 
toxic chemical, toluene diiso 
cyanate, also may be encapsu- 
lated in the bubbles. Even 
though the amount of this 
chemical wold be very small, 


- Schmidt said toxicologists can 


determine if chronic exposure 
to it could build up to a per- 
son’s threshold level. Schmidt 
and his colleagues seek fund- 
ing to continue with this 
aspect of the research. 

To determine if chemicals 
escape into the air, researchers 
examined two offices. One 
office uses a great deal of car- 
bonless copy paper and pro- 
vides poor ventilation. Another 
office that has similar ventila- 
tion but uses very little carbon- 
less paper was used as a con-

trol group. " 

Results from air samples 
showed the same elements dis- 
covered in the carbonless copy 
paper were present in the air 
of the office using large quanti- 
ties of the рарег. 

“We have real evidence tu 
suggest that volatile organic 
compounds were found because 
of the carbonless paper,” 
Schmidt said. “This means 
that people, are breathing 
these vapors ina poorly venti- 
lated room with high humidi- 
ty.” 

In addition, when scientist 
compared office records, they 
found a higher rate of sick 
leave and illness complaints at 
the office using large amounts 
of the carbonless copy paper. 

Schmidt said incidental or 
occasional contact with carbon- 
less copy paper, such as with a 
carbonless check book, should 
not make a person sick. 

“The concern is for people 
who sit at their desks working 
with this paper all day long,” 
Schmidt said. “These are the 
people who could experience 
health problems. In these 
cases, people should wash 
their hands frequently, try to 
get away from the office for 
fresh air and don't eat at thei 
desk." 

Recently, the National 
Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health reopened an 
investigation into whether 
exposure by workers to carbon- 
less copy paper poses health 
risks. 

Brenda Smith, a former 
office worker in Virgini 
Beach, Va., said she and thou- 
sands of others across the 
country are proof that the 
paper causes adverse effects. 

After working for 10 years in 
an ofie that was filled with 
cagbories. copy paper forms, 
m d invajge statements, 
Smith said she suffers from 
neurological problems, сһгоп/ 
respiratory infections, chronic 
laryngitis and constant pain. 
She is part of a class action 
lawsuit filed against a manu- 
facturer of the paper claiming 
that high use of the paper has 
caused multiple\chemical sen- 
sitivity syndrome in workers. 

“It started out as simple 
sinus and respiratory infer. 
tions,” Smith said. “But after 4 
while, I just couldn’t stay 
well.”
